After dibposiugof some nineteen Bills of In- 


diclmentlaid before its bythe District Attorney, 
the Grand Jury proceeded iuivbody to visit 
the Alms House on Tuesday afternoon. 
We 


found the number of inmates large, but all pro- 
perly cared for—their comfort consulted with- 
out wastefulness, and the buildings kept in a 
cleanly stale. 
It therefore affords us pleasure 


to beir testimony to the faithfulness manifest- 
ed by Steward Johns and his family in the dis- 
charge of their duties to the poor unfortunates 
entrusted to their keeping. 


On Wednesday morning we visited the Coun- 


ty Jail, and found it also comiuendably clean. 
Sheriff Hubert and family appear to be assidu- 
ous in their efforts to keep the building in a 
proper condition, and are likewise deserving of 
earnest praise. 
By the improvements that have 


from time to time been mar'e in the J.(il pro- 
per, it has been rendered reasonable secure— 
and this body has therefore no further meas- 
ures to suggest in the premises. 


We cannot close this report without mention 


of the conviction that if many of tbe petty ca- 
ses brought ,nto Court, were kept out'of it, '' 
justice and morality would not suffer whilst 
the time of the Court would be much' econo- 
mized, and the revenues of the County propor- 
tionately husbanded. Justices of the Peace 
ha^e this matter mainly in thcirhands, and we 
deemiit not improper to urge that thev, one 
and ah, eiercise due care and circumspection 
m this regard. 
They can prevent many cases ,

It was pro- 
bably one of the most remarkable trials on 
record. The testiiaoay was positive and 
^overwhelming, and tha volunteer attorney 
seemed, during the examination of witnes- 
ses, to be making no defence at all. 
He 


rested-the case upoa a single point. It was 
alleged that the crime was committed at a 
certain hour of a certain night, and was 
revealed to the witnesses, or, rather to the 
one positive v/itncss, by tbe light of the 
tnoon, then shining brightly. 
The attor- 


ney's most potent witness was an old saf- 
iron colored almanac, which he drew from 
a capacious pocket in his coat skirt and 
proceeded to open. 
It revealed the fact 


that tbe moon did not rise for several hours 
after the time specified. The case was won, 
and the eminent lawyer had discharged the 
debt of gratitude he owed the friend who in 
years agone had bheltered tha struggling 
student.

West Indies, warns us that the destroyer ia 
approaching, and that it is our duty to be 
fully prepared forthe visitor. The account* 
are not to a very late date, extending only, 
to tbc 28d of November, but tbe disease i» 
represented to have been very severe, the 
deaths at GnadaloBpe in five days being 
375 in a population of 10,000. At Point-a- 
Pitre in three days the deaths were 149. 
The physicians of the island were divided 
in opinion whether it was the cholera or cot. 
It waa declared by eome to be a plague, 
more deadly in its ravages than the dread- 
ed Asiatic disease. 
It was brought to the 


island by a vessel from Marseilles, on board 
of which two passengers had died of chole- 
ra upon the v,oyage.
